There may be Americans who can read this record without a blush of 


chatrc, but if so we are sorry for them. 


One Wall Street banker, in discussing The World's suggestion that 


tho United States by net c,f Conorecs give $1,000,000,000 to France, doubts 
its advisability on the ground that the French do not want "charity." 
Paying a debt of honor is not an act of charity even when the debt is 
more than n hundred years old. If we were to repay the money, prin- 
cipal -ind interest, that France expended in helping the American colonies 
win their independence, the total amount would far exceed $1,000,000,000. 


But even if we owec' nothing to France in a material *vay. a gift of 


money to the French people at this time would be the best military in- 
vestment that we could make. Circumstances necessarily limit our active 
participation in the war. 
We are too far from tne firing lino to put an 


adequate army in thr lield. The difficulties of transportation are so yreat 
that to divert ships to carry trcops would mean approximate starvation 
for tne allies.

first of all have American focd and American supplies. 
Anything that 


interrupts thic stre.vn of economic assistance, whether it be German 
submarines or tho trr.nr.portation of an American nrmy, weakens the 
French and British and increases their military-difficulties. 


Whatever may bs said in derision of "'a dollar war" this is essentially 


a w=ir of money, for monoy is the motive power that can win it. 
The 


American people have money in plenty, ard they must use that money to 
the wisest advantage. 
In France and in Great Britain money can best 


be employed in the raising, equipping and provisioning of troops. 
In the 


United State? money can bes*. be employed in furnishing thi supplies 
that are required by the troops already called to the colors and in making 
sure that those supplies read1 their destination. 


That is why the effective military operations of the United States 


must be lately financial and naval. We have the money and creait that 
are vital to tne Allied cruse, and we can employ all our naval an\i mer- 
cnrtilc marine resources in co.'vtb?ting fie German submarine campaign 
and in keeping op^n t'ie lanes of ocean traffic. Those are the lv;o great 
t;iski of the United States to which all the energies of the Government

THE HINDU DAY OF LIGHT. 


A Festival That Turn* India Into a 


Sort of Fairyland. 


There Ls One day iu the year which Is 


celebrated as a great festival by the 
Hindus of India, and the natives art- 
even allowed to gamble upon this oc- 
casion. The greft day is Devmll—the 
l>ay of Light—which Is dedicated to 
the Hindu god llaui in celebration of 
his corountiou. 


From sunset onward on this day the 


mi the bazaars throughout India re- 
semble fairyland, for outside the house 
or shop of every true Hindu are placed 
numerous little lamps of a very primi- 
tive construction. They consist merely 
of small shallow, transparent bowls, 
n!>»ut the sire of a «()!f<-"!!flr. filled 
with oil lu which a wick is floated. 


The number of tamps varies with tJho 


financial standing of the householder, 
the wealthier natives displaying them 
by the hundred. According to the tra- 
dition, he who disu'ays the greatest 
number of lights will become exceed- 
ingly rich, for on this night LaUshaml, 
Hie goddess of wealth, is supposed to 
wander abroad and enter wherever 
(here are sntlldeut lights to catch her 
fancy. 


Another method of enticing the un- 


suspecting goddess consists of placing 
in a bowl filled with milk and rice a 
cluster of pretty flowers. The Hindu 
believes that to present a friend with 
flowers is to wish him or her happi- 
ness; hence the offering of flowers to 
Lakshanii.—Pearson's Weekly.

It Should H*ve a Place tn the Educa- 


tion of Every Child. 


We shall make no real progress In 


music in this country, suys Bruno 
Hulm. until we couie to consider a 
training in the rudiments of music us 
an essential point iu the education of 
our children. 


Too often parents excuse their re- 


missncss on tlie ground that their chil- 
dren show no spontaneous desire to 
study music. Because a child shows 
no such desire to study reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic do we for that ren- 
son permit him to neglect totally these 
subjects? No normal child desires to 
study jiny subject, and a failure on the 
part of u child to crave a musical edu- 
cation should not be permitted to ex- 
empt him from such training. 


In my opinion the average child 


should begin to study music at the age 
of eight or nine and for nt least two 
yeans devote nn hum a day to the e.xcr- 
cise ot it. 


After two years the child's prefer- 


ence and aptitude may snfely be con- 
sulted In regard to further study. But 
in any event the two years of study 
have not been wasted, for he has ul- 
reiuly learned something that will bo 
if use to him all his life. 


Musical training, especially in the 


liome. should have u place in the edu- 
cation of every child.—Exchange.
